Reports from Matanzas, Cardenas, Isabela de Sagua, and, Caibarien. 

Matanzas, Cuba, May 14, 1902. 

Sir : Through the chief quarantine officer for the island of Cuba, I 
have the honor to submit herewith the following sanitary report of the 
quarantine district under my command, for the week ended May 10, 
1902. 

Matanzas. — Twelve deaths occurred in the city of Matanzas daring 
the period covered by this report, showing a mortality of 13.82 per 
1,000. The principal causes of death were as follows : Tuberculosis, 2 ; 
enteritis, 2 ; senility, 2 ; peritonitis, 1 ; elephantiasis,- 1 ; nephritis, 1 ; 
other causes, 3. No case of infectious or contagious character was 
reported. Sixteen vessels arrived during the week; 6 of these were
